Immense Grant of Land for Exten- 
sion of Land and Water 
Uommunicatlon. 



St. John's, March 3. — The governor, 
Sir Herbert Murray, acting under in- 
atructions from the colonial office, signed 
the Raid railway contract to-day, thus 
breaking the deadlock. The measure 
has passed all stages in the assembly by 
a vote of 27 to 8 and was sent this after- 
noon to tlio upper houBO, where it will 
be read a second lime to-morrow. 

The government claime that the ar- 
rangement will eileut a biivIuk of .'fSO.OOO 
a year in addition to promoting the de- 
velopment of tlie country. Mr. Keid 
has contracted to build a railway across 
the island and to work the entire rail- 
way system of 650 miles for 60 years, re- 
ceiving a subsidy of 2,600 acres of land 
per mile. 

Mr. Reid pays ifl, 000,000 now, which 
will become :f7 ,000,000 at the end of the 
period when the colony takes the money 
and the contractors will take the rail- 
way. If he should make default in 
carrying out the contract during the 
period both the money and the railway 
are forfeited to the colony. 

Mr. Reid purchases St. John's dock 
for ?350,000 and the government tale-, 
graph lines for .$125,000. He also under- 
takes to build seven mail steamers to 
ply in the Great Bays, receiving a auh- 
aidy of $100,000 for thirty years. 

T'je contractor secures also certain 
coal areas which lie agrees to work, as 
also pulp and lumber mills and copper 
and other minerals, being protected by a 
dollar duty to be' imposed on imported 
coal. 

Furthermore ho contracts to bilild an 
electric railway in St. John's and to 
pave the main streets of the city for 
.f 1-10,000. 

The contract, which represents $15,- 
000,000 to be spent in the colony, is ex- 
pected to give^an immense impetus to 
its industries.

VREY BRISK TRADE. 

Klondike Orders Noticeably Affecting Eastern 
Business, Particularly In Groceries. 

Toronto, March 3.— R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly statement says: The line settled 
weather of the week, coupled with the 
merry war prevailing in railway rates, 
has had a beneficial effect upon trade in 
Montreal. It was expected that the 
attendance at the millinery openings 
would be good, but the cheap railway 
fares have helped to swell the number 
ol visitors considerably, and the 
various warehouses in the above line 
have been fully thronged, while 
a further relay of Western buyers is 
still expected. General dry goods is also 
benefiting by the visit of so many busi- 
ness people who come from all sections, 
from the lower provinces to Vancouver, 
and who are large buyers in this line. 
Travellers are again moving pretty free- 
ly, and general business has fairly re- 
covered from the ellects of last week's 
big storm, while remittances also show 
improvemeut. The 4th inst. is a fair 
sized day as regards payments in the 
dry goods line, but paper is expected to 
run off pretty well. 

In groceries there is a good steady 
movement, some houses reporting Feb- 
ruary trade 250 per cent, ahead of last 
year, and attributing the increase largely 
to Klondike orders. In teas there is 
rather more inquiry and sugars are 
again a shade firmer. 

Business continues to be reported 
good in oils, paints, etc., and turpentine 
has scored another advance of a cent. 
Shipments of epring footwear are in 
active progress and the factories 
are still well employed. The 
leather market is very firm, ex- 
ports of sole leather having been 
unusually large of late, and it is reported 
that Boino of the larger tanners found 
themselves obliged to decline further 
English orders for the present. The 
cheise market is still without notable 
improvement and buyers and sellers are 
apart in their ideas, but for butter tliere 
is a better inquiry, with former values.

United Statea Lines Accepting Direc- 
tions From Their Canadian 
Ally in the Fight. * 



MoNTRU.vi,, March 3. — A circular state- 
ment headed "Canadian Pacific v. Grand 
Trunk," was issued to-day by General 
Passenger Agent Dasher, of the C.P.R., 
and contains some interesting details 
not hitherto published. That the Grand 
Trunk was not wronged in being made 
responsible for rate cutting to the Pacific 
Coast, according to the circular, is 
clearly shown by the following affidavit: 

"I, Onesime Gravel, of (Quebec, do 
solemnly declare that between 2 and 
2:30 p.m., Saturday, the 19th day of 
February, I presented myself at the 
Grand Trunk city ticket office in Quebec, 
on Dufort street, and inquired for prices 
of tickets to Vancouver and Victoria, 
and I wa^t told that if I was going to 
Klondike I should purchase to Seattle, 
and that if I would go by Chicago, via 
tlie Grand Trunk, the agent, Mr. Ryder, 
would sell me a first-class ticket on Mon- 
day, the 21et in8t.,athalf priceif I would 
keep my mouth shut. I then said I 
knew two more going if the same ar- 
rangement would apply to them, and 
was told that I would be met at the 
Montmorency depot by one of his men 
and my party ticketed at the $30 rate. I 
accordingly presented myself at 4:30 
p.m. this day at the same oflice and saw 
the same man, who again recommended 
me to Seattle, saying that it was the 
best place to outfit, in fact better than 
any Canadian point. I then purchased 
from him a ticket 63-97 S. No. 100, read- 
Quebec to Seattle, and paid him the 
sum of $30, which the seller informed 
me was an awful low rate, and I 
must keep my mouth shut, and if I did 
he would sell me as many tickets to Se- 
attle, Vancouver or Victoria as I re- 
quired at .$30. And I make this solemn 
declaration believing the same to be 
true and binding upon me in the same 
manner as if made under oath. The 
whole under the authority of the evi- 
dence act of Canada of 1S93. (Signed) 
Onesime Gravel. Declared before mo 
at Quebec this 21at day of February, 
1S98. (Signed) L. P. Sirois, notary pub- 
lic." 

The Mr. Gravel who makes the above 
declaration is the gentleman commend- 
ed to the care of Mr. Nadeau at Seattle 
to outfit there in the letter already pub- 
lished. 

"That the Grand Trunk is ignorant 
and innoceut of the cause of the present 
troubles," the circular continues, " is 
evidenced by a statement of the Chicago 
Post, ' that when a committee of general 
passencer agents from the trunk lines 
after visiting Montreal strongly urged 
the Western lines to restore the rates 
pending a conference, the committee 
was referred to the Grand Trunk and 
told that should the Grand Trunk be 
opposed to it the Western lines would 
refuse to entertain the proposition.' " 

TouoNTo, March 3. — The Canadian Pa- 
cific to-day made a further cut in rates, 
the Midland district being chiefly affec- 
ted. This cuts badly into the Grand 
Trunk. The Canadian Pacific has made 
no further cut in Western or Coast 
rates.

Winnipeg, March 3.— (Special) — Win- 
nipeg's mayor has received a letter from 
an agency in New York asking hie 
Worship to forward samples of the 
" brass collars used for inebriates in this 
city."'

The Canadian Pacific has acquired the 
Howard block, corner of Main street 
McDermott avenue, and will rebuild the 
same to be occupied by the city ticket 
and telegraph offices. It is the most 
valuable corner in Winnipeg.

Ottawa, Miirch 3.— Mr. Bliiir stated 
to-day thiit no datii was in poaseBBion of 
the government regarding the feasibility 
of a lino from a Britiah Columbia port 
to Glenora. An exploratioa will be 
made this summer. 

Sir Charles Topper pointed ont that 
the 0«ilvie guide book says that a wagon 
road froai Glenora to Teslin will be built 
thia year. He saw no mention of the 
fact in the Mann-Mackenzie contract, 
and asked therefore if the road is to be 
built by the government or the contrac- 
tore. Mr, .Sifton replied that no state- 
ment had been made that the govern- 
ment or the contractors would build such 
a road. 

The feature of debate on the Yukon 
bill to-day was the strong opposition of 
Oliver, Liberal, who believed the adop- 
tion of the StikiuB route calculated to 
benefit American cities. He claimed 
that the railway should be built through 
the Peace Biver country, as that would 
open up a fine agricultural region. Mr. 
Rntberford supported the bill in a 
strong speech. 

At the evening session all the apeakera 
were Goneervatives. The government 
wanted the debate continued all night, 
but finally the Premier gave way.

HUDSON BAY KUUTE. 

Admiral Markhara Says the Diana Expedi- 
tion's Account is at Variance Witli All 
Previous Experience. 

London, March 3. — In the couree of 
an interview to-day Bear Admiral Albert 
Markham, the well-known explorer of 

Hudson strait and bay, expreaaea hia 
surprise at the account received from 
Ottawa of the experiences of the explor- 
ing steamer Diana, while along the 
Labrador coast and in the Hudson strait 
and bay. This accoant, he said, was at 
variance with all previous experience. 

In his opinion the Hudson Bay route 
is open certainly four months, and pos- 
sibly six months a year. lie declares 
that it would be an immense boon to 
commerce, cheapen the transport of 
cattle and wheat to Great Britain, Ije 
invaluable from an Imperial standpoint 
in saving time in tlie transport of men 
and stores to the naval base at lisqui- 
malt and ad'ord a duplicate Britiah route 
should the Uiui.idiaa P.icitiD railway be 
seized by Aii:erica in time of war. 

According to the report, which 18 the 
subject of Hear- Admiral Markham'a re- 
marks, the Diana was only able to reach 
the mouth of Hudson strait as late in 
the eeaaou ae June 22, and then the 
paaaage was badly blocked with ice. 
The steamer's daily journal from that 
date furnished a terrible record of hard- 
sbipa and difficulties in making the 
passage. The Diana stuck fast in the ice 
for days together and was frequently 
jammed and crushed in terfible icu floea. 
Her rudder waa lost, her screw Bniashed 
and the veasal was frcijuently thrown 
entirely out of the water. At timea her

POSITION IN ONTARIO. 

Both Parties Still Claiming but the Govern- 
ment Apparently Lacks a Clear 
Majority. 

Toronto, March 3,— (Special)— There 
is no change thus far to-day in the On- 
tario election returns and both parties 
still claim a majority. South Perth is 
very close, the Conservative candidate 
only having two majority with one or 
two missing polla. The figures now 
stand: Liberals, -IT ; Conservatives, -14 ; 
Independent,!; Patron, I; Russell to be 
hold, 1. Total, 01. Counting the In- 
dependent and the Patron, both 
of whom have Conservative lean- 
ings, with the Conservatives, leaves 
the government with but one majority. 

The Mail claims 46 Conservatives and 
•15 Liberals, with Muskoka and East 
Algonia to hear from. The Globe claims 
■iO B\ipporter8, but counts East Algoma, 
Muflkuka and Parry Sound Independent 
in the Liberal column. 

Despite the appearance of interviews 
in the Globe and Mail this morning 
with Mr. Evanturel, in which the ex- 
Speaker denies that he has any Con- 
servative leaning, the World ranks him 
among the list of Conservatives elected 
and totals up 47 ConaorvativfiS by in- 
cluding also Nipieaing, Parry Sound and 
West WellinRton. The World also says 
the Conservatives will likely get both 
Algoraas. 

Mr. Whitney arrived in town this 
morning and is conferring; with the Oon- 
aervative leaders. 

- Complete returns from Muskoka give 
the Liberals 38 majority. 

Kingston, March 3. — Dr. Smythe, the 
defeated Coaservative candidate, says 
he will protest minister Harty's elec- 
tion. 

Toronto, iMarch 3.— (Midnight)— The 
evening papers print various election 
rumors, and at political headquarters 
there are many stories of gains and 
losses which are of more than ordinary 
importances when the government's fate 
admittedly resta on the loss or gain of 
ihrefi or four seats. Late to-night, how- 
ever, there is no change in the results 
previously wired. 

Mr, Beatty of Parry Sound wired the 
government to-day that he will have 
over 1,000 majority and will support 
Mr. Hardy. 

The Evening News prints a rumor that 
Premier Hardy is likely in any case to 
retire owing to ill-health, but Mr. Hardy 
on being seen gives an absolute and em- 
phatic denial. 

Mr. Whitney interviewed, said : "The 
back of the Hardy government ia l)roken. 
Public opinion is against them. It is 
quite clear the people nf (Jntario have 
expressed their belief tliat the time has 
come for a change.

A Select Committee of the Legisla- 
tare AVill Proliably Inveatleate. 
the Merits of the Device. 



An ingenious and very interesting in- 
vention to facilitate voting at elections 
has juBt been perfected by Mr, A. A. 
Farwell, of Harrison Hot Springs, the 
principles of the cash register and the 
nickel-in-the-alot machine being jointly 
embodied in this original and apparently 
practical device. Ttie inventor, who on 
previous occasions showeii himself i)oe- 
sesBed of valuable and original ideas, 
has described hia voting apparatus in a 
petition to tbe legislature, and the 
device has sufficiently impressed the 
parliamentarians aa likely to poBeess 
merit that It will probably be re- 
ported on by a select committee of the 
iionse. Briefly, it 18 claimed that the 
uao of the Farwell machine in elections 
will make repeating imposBible, facili- 
tate the recording of votes, obviate 
spoiled ballots, keep a perfect check on 
all votes cast and declare results im- 
mediately upon the close of tiie polls 
without any wear and tear on the brain 
tissue of the returning otlicer and hia 
aBBietaatB. A fair general idea of the 
underlying principle is conveyeil in the 
inventor's petition to the legislature, 
which reads: 

" To the Hiin. the Speaker and 2feuiljci-s of 
the Legislative Asfemblij : 

Ge.n'ti.k.uen : — Having invented a new 
device in the Bha])o of a ballot bos for 
the purpose of holding elections, I 
anxiously desire the privilege of e.xhib- 
iting it to a committee of the members 
of your honorable body, In using this 
box I liavB BUtjstituted balls for paper 
ballots, each candidate having diflereut 
colored balls, which are placed in recep- 
tacles iu the box by the returning olti- 
cer, in presence of the scrutineers, be- 
fore the voting begins, there being a dif- 
ferent receptacle for each candidate. 

" The voting ia then done by an auto- 
matic arrangement, neither the voter 
nor any of the olHcers of the election 
having access to the ballot alter the 
voting begins. In arranging the polling 
l)ootiis the box is placed on a table in 
the secret room, in such a manner that 
the back tits accurately into a window 
in the partition separating it from the 
election ofiicere. A man wishing to vote 
presents iiiraBell to the poll clerk as 
usual. If hia name appears on 
the list, he enters the Bucret 
room, where the box is aituated, 
on the top 01 which tie linds as 
many pockets as there may be candi- 
datea, each pocket containing one bull. 
These jjockela are coveretl with kIhsb, 
and also liave the candidates names oi)- 
poaite llioni, so arranged tliat mistake is 
imposeible. The voting is done by 
presbing a pin in front of the pocket, the 
ball dropping into the ballot box proper, 
ringing a bell at the same time and 
registerini: tbe vote on a concealed dial. 

"The box is 80 constructed that it ia 
possible for the voter to preaa but one 
pin at a time, and only as many as there 
are candidates to be elected. When a 
pin is once pressed, it locks so that it 
cannot be need again by the same voter. 
When the voter leaves the secret room 
the box ia mads ready for the next vdter 
iiy the returning officer from hia eeat 
outside the secret room and in full view 
of the other otlicerB, he pressing a but 
ton on the bach of the box. 

" I claim for this boa economy, eiin 
plicity, ellicieucy, and I believe its geu' 
eral use would be in the interest of the 
public. The results of the elections are 
known immediately after the poll closes 
by opening a slide which exposes 
the registers. As there can be 
no spoiled or rejected ballots, 
there is no occasion for an expensive 
recount at any time, nor cause for 
scrutiny, nor possibility of the minority 
candidate or cimciidates being elected 
on account of rejected ballots. The box 
is thorough proof against fraud of every 
ilcHoription."

THE ISLAND OF MYNISH. 



^ndo Cabins Wlilcli n Ituilo and Ontutor- 
ed Folk Call Uoiub — Their Vocation Ifot 
a Very ReiuunerattTe One, but Ther Axa 
Strong and Healthy 31 en. 

Bight on the 'western borders of the 

land, nnd upon the numerous islands 

and peninsulas whioli nre tlio coiumon 
■natural fuaturus of this bfokcn part of 
tlm Irisli coast, tho kelp gatherers live. 
In a eertaiu souso thoy sufiin to bo an 
nniphibiuus Kort of folk aud draw their 
susteuauci!, uppareutly always inora or 
leas scanty aud precarious, from sea nnd 
luud alike. Let us picture their tixist- 
«noe for a moment, such as we may seo 
it on the island of Mynish, not far from 
Ronndstitfu bay, ofY tho Galway coast. 
Iiua^'iuo an island, ;ibout I'J miles in 
cirounifercneu, couuuuted with tho main- 
land by a kind of viaduct recently oon- 
struoted by eovemmeut, low lyin;^ and 
■wind swept by the uunierons gales of 
ocean, but crowded with a popula 
tion of several hundred human boiiiKS 
Every litth! cove or bay will hnvo its 
clusl'T (jf cotta.^i's, ^vi^h theii' li.shiiiH 
bOHts anchored close by, ready to run 
■down tho bay for mackerel or to ft:tch 
a load of kelp from tho ucighliorinK 
rocks when wind and wnatluir permit 

Thu surface of the island itsolf, 
whii:h is strewn with liiiL:o jjrauiie 
sfnnes and bowlders, is ])ari'ob;il 'lut 
Willi the ninst exai't and scnirni iziii;,' 
jealou.-iy. and if you attempt a sbnrr cut 
across country ft-oni one point to aiioth 
■er your way is blocked by a continual 
suci'cssKin of biDsely eonstrncti'd stnilu 
walls SI rviii;,' as p.u't il ions lierweeu an 
iiiuuinerable sitk's nl ihiniiuiti pkitn 
.So intricate aud piiz/linj,' is the arnuige- 
niciit of these plots ihat you are not at 
all surprised to hear that they are a 
source of litigation between the ovvuer.s 
of the cottages, who are vory fond of 
invoking the law in spite of their pov- 
erty stricken condition. 

"Cottages" we call thorn, for tho sake 
of courtesy, but whereas the word "cot- 
tage" calls up in the English sense soiuu 
bright mid pierures(iue surromidiuKsaiid 
some aiipearaiice of comic irt these cot- 
tages or cabins of the kelp {;atherers 
suKgest every kind of discomfort. Tho 
Avails are luiilt of tho undressed grauito 
blocks picked up from tho surface of 
the island aud loosely put together ac- 
cording to the rules a very priniitivo 
masonry Kiit the roof is soiuetiiues of 
sod. a]i:l mon; oi l en of reed, 'i'lio absurd 
cniitrasc Ijerwoen the strength aud sta- 
bility (it the walls aud tho feeble cliar- 
•icter of the roof strikes tho eye immedi- 
ately. Tho floors are of very un.satisfac- 
tc-y character, as they aro simply un- 
even pavements with muddy interstices 
and caleuhited to rertiiii every kind of 
filth and aboniinatlou. It would bu al- 
most impossible to sweep these floors 
■clean even it there existed the will to 
do it. 

If there is any glass, it is simply mor- 
tised into some little chink, iuid win- 
dow Iranies are unknown — partly Ixi- 
causo wood is scarce and expensive aud 
partly because tho lislier folk do not de- 
sire a window that will open. 

As far as accommodation is couoemed, 
there are only two rooms on the ground 
floor — ouo to be used as a kitchen and 
sitting room, the other to sli.'ep in, no 
matter tho number of tho family party. 
Sometimes there is a kind of loft, over 
head on the kuohen, where some of tho 
occupants can sleep. Outside chore is no 
pigsty or cowshed or any other "olfice" 
which wo ai'e accustomed to eoiineot 
with tho ii":'as of coiiilort and decency. 
In cold and rough weather tho pig and 
even iho cow are a(hiuctod to the hospi- 
tality of the hearth, and this aceounts 
for their very friendly and sociablt! 
character. As far as "riat" is (;iJii- 
cernetl, tho kel[n'r t'aimot complain 
greatly, as it is a judicial "tint" tuid he 
canuoc be ejected, no matter how ho 
lives, as long as the rent is ptiid, 

Sometimes a kclper has u right to 
a common adjoining and can run a few 
black faced sheop aud sonio of tho black 
cattle of the country, tiiid whenever he 
is in ;i position to save meiiey he ]irrffrrt 
to put it m stock rather than cocoiiimit it 
to tho keeping of a savings bank. Heri^ 
and thcr^ on tho island you may chanc'o 
across :i little circle of stoiio in ;i retired 
nook, ^'ou need not jiuzzle Imig oviT it 
as if it were some archieoloyical (ind. 
for it is simply the foundation of a kelp 
stack that has been piled np iu.^^ide it, 
and the calcined appearance of tlie 
stones, together with the ashes aroui.d 
them, will immediately reveal its uso to 
yiiu, l''ar ms iiy a!';;ig tlw w'luliiiijs of 
sonid dwtant cove you will (d'teii sc'e tho 
iiinolu) (jf the.se kelp lires rolling heavily 
out to sea, and tho kelp stacks them- 
selves aro among the common objects of 
th Keashoro. with the long trailing kelp 
weed drooping d(jwii their sidii.s. These 
htive been won svuli much labor from 
tlu'd.c)i, and the yeiudy wage paid to 
the JMynish bslanders by tho kelp com- 
Iiany is nearly i,':i,UOU. 

Kelp is, indeed, the main sotiice of 
their wealth, aud many a voyage hnn to 
■ be ttiken before a ton i«f liel]) i,s iirocured. 
The weed burns down to a viscous, ge- 
latinous mass under the action of the lire 
and thou cools down to hard and rugged 
blocks. The kolpeKS live on tisli, milk, 
tea, bread and eggs chielly, but soldom 
on butchers' meat and bacon, for tho 
pig is really tlie "jilitlemaii that paj-a 
tho rint. " Still, in ,ipito of hardships, 
the kelpiirs tire striing and healthy mi'ii, 
Thoy would mtiko splendid recruits for 
the navy, but if they leave their native 
rocks thoy find their way to tho CTnitod 
States or our coloaiea~St. James Ga- 
zette. '' ' •

BJeh Enrlno x"! ^ire Boom Tampers- 
tnret on a Wnrslilp. 

Tho great internal heat that rendered 
the Amphitrito inellicient was due to 
lack of proviHion for ventilation in the 
Bugino aud boiler spaces. These regions 
became so hot that little useful work 
conld bo done in them, and tho lack of 
air was such as to actually ruin the fur- 
Dace draft, smoke coming ont freely 
from tho holes in the furnace doors. 
Aside from two suuill ash hoist tubes 
in tlie central ]iart of tho fireroom and 
n small i^scaiio hatch forward, thorti 
\v.>re no openings from the fireroom to 
thu outer air. 

Tho boilers reached nearly to the iron 
maia deck of the vessel, and as the air 
above them and between the deck beams 
liad no e>ca]io it became greatly heated 
uiid lay roasuiig in those spaces. It was 
inipnssiblo for a man to go on tho grat- 
ings behind the nppiir parts of tho boil- 
ers after they had been nnder steam a 
few hours, though the main and auxil- 
iary stop valves were there. A board of 
<iHicers that rejiortod on temperatures in 
the ve>-si.il (rut at this iilacu <mly by in.- 
trodueing a tlienuometer on the end of 
a h:ng pole, aud this thermometer, 
when fished out and taken to a place 
where it could bo read, showed 20a do- 
griM-s. 

'J'lie .'-inpnrstnirturo containing the 
cidiiii ami wtinlrooni was directly tibovf 
till' eiiijiiii' and boiler rooms, with i:

The deck, in spite of its wooden sheath- 
ing, was so hot as to be painful, and 1 
be...ilate to f^ay from lupiuory the tcni- 
Ii"r;'.t ures the bonnl reported ;is Iwijig 
lacaal in the rooms, in bureau drawor.s, 
on the v.ardroom table aud in othei 
parts of the officers' qniirters. It was a? 
Iiigh as 112 degrees, and I think great- 
iT. Sleep wiis only a period of uiicon- 
.-ciou.'-^ness, induced by utter exhaustion, 
and v.-as without restful quality. 

The fireroom temperature was novcr 
bid.iw 1 .)0 degrees aud often above 170, 
while the uiigino room ranged closely 
about 150 degrees. For the first 24 
hours tho uiwi stood it well, but on the 
second day seven succumbed to t!ie heat 
aud were put on the sick list, one uf 
theiu nearly dying, Ueforo tho voyage 
was ended 28 hud been driven to seek 
medical attendance, 

Un tho evening of tho fourth day out 
our nii'ii had literally fought witli lire 
to a finish and hail lioeu vanquished. 
The watch on duty broke down one by 
olio aud thu engines, after lumbering 
'along slower aud slower, actutillj' stop- 
ped for lack of steam. The ship was al- 
lowed to drift inslioro on the tide and 
v.'as finally brought to an anchor in St, 
.■^imon's sound. Though a v>arshipof 
fcu-miilablo characteristici luid s^'.'u eii 
this distant service!, it is doulitful if the 
Aiiipiiitritu eould liave gone into actiiii! 
at that tiino or have steamed 100 mile.i

IMPORTS AND DVTIES. 

The total imports of Canada for the 
last fiBcal year were valued at $111,294,- 
021, of which $60,220,705 worth were 
dutiiible and ou these duty to the 
amount of ^;19,S!)1, 990 was collected, or 
a fraction over 30 per cent. Oddly 
enoup;h the proportion of datiea to im- 
ports waa :tlmost identically the same in 
the previous year, 'although in the 
meantime there was a change in the 
taritT. Estimating the population of 
the Dominion at 5,000,000, we have the 
average duty paid per capita a fraction 
under $6. British Oolambia has the 
fourth place on the list ae to the amount 
of imports and duty paid, Quebec lead- 
ing, Ontario a close second. Nova Scotia 
a third and British Columbia not very 
far behind the latter. It is worth wLile 
to compare tlie last two provinces: 
Briti.sh Coluiiil)ia,popiilat'n. 110,000 (est.) 
Nova Scotia " . 400,000 " 

British Columbia, imports. .$6,926,504 
" duty paid. . 1,558,859 

Xov.'i Scotia, imports .... 7,902,734 
iliuy paid . . l.lil l.ioli 
British Cul., duty jier ca|)ita. ^11, 17 
NoviiScolia " " " . :i,;i.s 

This tremendous disparity would be 
found to be even greater it there were 
any meane of estimating how much duty 
the people of British Columbia pay in- 
directly upon goods purchased in the 
Eastern cities. Only a very small part 
of what this province pays in duty ia re- 
couped hy the sale of the articles in the 
Eastf These figures are very remark- 
able, but as they are official they cannot 
be disputed. We have taken Nova Scotia 
for the purpose of a full comparison, but 
our province loses nothing by compari- 
son with the others. Following are toe 
per capita contributions to the customs 
revenue of the other provinces: 

Ontario $3.35 

Quebec 5 42 

NewBrunewick 3.00 

Manitoba 4.00 

P. E. Island 1.00 

It is right to eay that the amount paid 
in Quebec in excess of the other pro- 
vinces, except British Columbia, is due 
to the itict tliat Montreal is the great 
importing centre of the Dominion, 
These figures plead the case of British 
Columbia so eloquently that it would be 
a mistake to add any comment. 



THE MORTdAGE TAX. 

We believe that aomo such provision, 
as that suggested in the Colonist a few 
days ago, would do very much to put tlie 
burden of the mortgage tax upon the 
right shoulders. At any rate the ex- 
periment is worth trying. It could not 
possibly injure the borrower, although 
it would of course Be open to the objec- 
tion that it would bo no relief to those 
who are already under covenant or other- 
wise obligated to pay the personal pro- 
perty tax on money borrowed by them. 
The legislature has the constitutional 
power to make such a law retroactive, 
but to do so would be such a violation 
of contract tliat no representative body 
could bo induced to agree to it. We 
frankly confess that we see no way of re- 
lieving such persons except by a law re- 
pealing the tax altogether, unless the 
mortgagor is permitted to reduce bis 
personal tax l)y the amount of his mort- 
gage indebtedness. At present the ex- 
emptions include : 

"So much of the personal property of 
any person as is equal to the just debts 
owed by him on account of such per- 
sonal property, except such debtB as are 
secured by mortgage apon real estate or 
are anpaid on account of the pnrohaEe 
money therefor."' 

If the words "except such debts as 
areeecnred by mortgage upon real es- 



tate" were tt uck out of this exempticn 
it would confer some relief. In the ma- 
jority of cases this would relieve the 
mortgased farmer from the payment of 
any personal tax whatever,,si- We do not 
claim that the measure of relief to be 
granted by sncli^ an amendment would 
beat all what the mortgagors would 
like, and in many cases it would prob- 
ably be no relief at all, because the 
mortgagor's personal property would 
already be covered by other exemp- 
tions. . 

What we would like to see adopted is 
such a law as would compel the mortga- 
gee to pay the tax upon the money he 
haa invested, and at the same time 
would prevent him from recouping him- 
self at^ the expense of the mortgagor. 
For the future we believe such a pro- 
vieion as we suggested would have a 
good efl'ect. For the past there is no 
remedy excei)t by the exemption of 
money secured by mortgage from tax- 
ation, and we are not sure that this re- 
lief would even in a majority of cases 
enure to the benefit of those in whose 
interests it would bo made. 



TiiiiKE can be no possible oljjection to 
whatever correspondence on the Ruth- 
ven case the government may have in 
its posaeasion being laid before tlie 
jiouse, unless it is of such a nature that 
its publication at this stage would inttr- 
lere with the due administration of jus- 
tice. The only question on such a 
point ia as to the time when such corre- 
spondence ought to be brought down. 
We know very little of the fdcts of this 
case, but judge from M'hat the Attorney- 
General said in the house yesterday that 
there may be some papers which may 
be properly laid before the house. If 
tliia'iB the case', they should be forth- 
coming, and Mr, Braden did right to 
move for them. Every man, no matter 
whether he is or is/ not a British sub- 
ject, is entitled to the fullest protection 
of tlie law, and it is cjuite within the 
right ot the legislature to investigate 
any proceedings which have been taken 
in connection with a prosecution, with 
the sole reservation that the government 
may, if it deems best in the public in- 
terest, temporarily v^thhold any in for 
mation in its possession. We do not 
understand that this is the case in the 
Butbven matter. 



The Nanaimo Review re-opens the 
John Biggs case. ' Biggs, it appears, had 

some cattle which were wrongfully 
seized by Sherill' Prior and sold under 
execution against one Powers. The 
solicitors forBigga compromised the mat- 
ter for something less than half the 
amount which Biggs claims he lost. 
This happened in 1880. Since then 
Biggs has been able to find no one to 
take the case up for him to enable him 
to get the balance, wliich he eays ought 
to be paid him, and tlie Review thinks 
that if the government had "the least 
respect for the rights of a private citi- 
zen " it would put an amount in the 
estimates to recompense Biggs. We 
fail to see what the government lip.s to 
do with tills matter, which appep.rs to be 
between Biggs and his solicitors. If a 
government is called ujion to ask the 
legislature for money to protect every 
suitor who loses money through the acts 
of his Bolisitor, where shall the line be 
drawn? The fact that the sheriff was a 
party to the transaction cuts no figure 
in it. 



Tnc: action of the Canadian police, if 
it was their action, in planting the Can- 
adian Hag at the summit of the I'asa 
from Skagway is not intended aa an ag- 
greasion, but simply to mark where the 
territory over which the United States 
exercises jurisdiction is to be considered 
as ending. The value of this step is 
wholly to the miners who have a cus- 
toms escort. It shows the point beyond 
which such an escort in is no longer ne- 
cessary. There is not the least disposi- 
tion on the part ot Canada to claiui a 
foot of land that is not rightfully hers; 
but it would be absurd to permit United 
States customs ofHcers to accompany 
Uauadian goods past the summit of the 
Pass, for under no possible construction 
of the treaty can our neighbors claim 
any rights beyond the watershed. 

The announcement that the Dom- 
inion government will make a survey for 
a railway from Telegraph Creek to a 
British Columbia aeaport ia very wel- 
come; but it does not go far enough. 
The government ought to arrange for 
the conatructioa of the line at opce. 
We believe it would be good policy to 
alter the contract with Messrs. Mac- 
kenzie & Mann bo aa to provide for the 
immediate construction of the whole 
line from Lake Tealin to the coast. If 
this is not done, then there ought to 
be a vote for suflicient money to open a 
highway down the Stikine, that would 
be readily available from Wrangel after 
the river closes. 



The Grand Forks Miner celebrated 

Washington's birthday by printing a 
portrait of that illustrious statesman 
surrounded with a laurel wreath. The 
fact that a paper published iu Canada 
by an American can do such a thing 
without anyone raising the slightest ob- 
jection shows what a delightfully free 
country Canada is. 



CoTTo.N-'s threat that the opposi- 
tion will delay the passing of supply is 
proof, aa strong as holy writ, that the 
opposition have exhausted all the am- 
mujaition likely to be of value in an ag- 
gressive'campaign.'

The whole hinter- 
land of etiuatorial Africa nmst be occu- 
pied to prevent its being taken posses- 
sion of by France, if for no ottier reason. 
Great Britain is experiencing too much 
difficulty in West Africa by reason of 
French aggression to contemplate with 
equauimity the possibility of compli- 
cations of the same nature on the Upper 
Nile.

$300. 

A BROKBK bottle, a broken head and

months in jail. James Stikeman and J.

Whan the Islander atarted North on her 
last trip ahe had aboard G. R. Davis, of 
Brighton, England, and three associ- 
ates. They had formed a little syndi- 
cate with Mr. Davis at their head and 
intended to make their way towards 
DawBon City over the Dyea trail. On 
the way up, however, Mr. Davis became 
very strange in hia manner, and by the 
time Dyea waa reached he waa diecov- 
ered to be out of his mind, He suflered 
from the hallucination that some one 
was seeking hia Hi*, and so firmly con- 
vinced of this was he that he endeavored 
to borrow a revolver from one of the 
crew to protect himself. At Dyea Mr. 
Davis was examined by two physicians, 
who decided that he was not in bis right 
mind, and bo ho was returned to Vic- 
toria. He will probably be sent back to 
hia friends in England.

Buc^bannn further stated that 
if the Kaslo, Lardeau and Duncan road 
is built, Kaslo would at least double her 
present population. Some of the minea 
have closed down temporarily on account 
of the low price of silver, but will resume 
shortly. The deputation will interview 
the ministers to-day.

A piece of legielation of great impoj- 
tance to the mining diatricta more 
especially, although not likely to attract 
general ivttentioa in the cities from the 
nature of its title and ita acope — in the 
bill " respecting the legal meaning of 
tixpreBsions lelatiye to time." Such a 
muaeure has become a necessity where 
mining rights expiring at some stated 
hour, ueaally midnight, throw the pro- 
perties open to relocation, often witli 
do/.ena waiting to aelzo them iit the lirst 
opportunity thus afforded. The bill now 
h^ifore the legislature is probably the 
lirat of ita kind in Canada, and although 
meaning much to the mining com- 
munities, ia Bo Bhort that it may very 
well be quoted in ita entirety. It ia as 
follows : 

" Where an exproseion of time occurs 
in any act of this legislature, whether 
heretofore or hereafter passed, or in any 
rule of court, by-law, deed or other legal 
inetrument, whethei heretofore or here- 
after execnted, the time referred toaliall, 
unleBB it ia otherwise epiicilically stated, 
he hold to be atandard time, and aa re- 
gards that part of the iirovinee which 
lies east of the aieridian ol 120 degrees 
west longitude, standard time aliall 
bo reckoned aa seven houra behind 
Greenwich lime; and aa regards that 
part of the province wiiicli lies west of 
the eaid meridian, ataiiclard time elml!

Full Instructions as to the Cashing of Cus- 
toms Ct-rtllicates at tlie Boundary. Miww 

In view of the fact that there are 
many atrangera in tov/n who are per- 
h-.ipa not aware of the instructions which 
the Dominion government have iaaued 
to do away with any inconvenience to 
tiioae who are taking supplies into tho 
Yukon by way of Dyea or Skagway, tho 
following information will be of service. 
It ie contained in a communication sent 
to Collector of Customs Milne by Mr. 
John McDougall, commiesioner of cua- 
tomp. Ottawa ; 

" Vou are hereby instructed that 
Canadian cuatoma ollicora in the Yukon 
diatrict, at or near Chileoot PaPS and 
White Paas, are autiiorized "To cash 
with Canadian inoiieyH and also to ac- 
cept in payment of Camulian cuetome 
dutii;H, the certificates or vouchers given 
for ainounta payable by tho United 
States cuatoms under United States 
TreaHury regulations of February 2, 18ii8. 
in refund of dijtiea depoaited at Dyea and 
.Skagway as security for tho exportation 
to the Ivlondike regions of goods pur- 
chased at Canadian porta and carried 
thence in transit via Dyeaand Skagway, 
when such certificates or vouchers are 
duly verified and properly endorsed. 

"A apecial officer of Canadian cuatoma 
ia to be stationed at Skagway and 
Dyea with an assistant, for the purpose of 
carrying out the arrangement authorized 
aa above mentioned, until otherwise ad- 
vised, and for tbe purpose of superviaing 
the traneit of Canadian enoda via .Skag- 
way and Dyea into the Yukon diatrict. 

" Tbe apecial officer in charge at Skag- 
way and Dyea and hia assistant are re- 
(juired to give to importors of Canadian 
goods such information and inatrnctiona 
aa may bo necessary for tho tranaporta- 
tion of their goods into the Yukon dis- 
trict with aa little friction aa poaaible. 

It will be the duty of the special officer 
to obtain from tbe United .Statea deputy 
collector of customs at Skagway or Dyea 
cojiies of the forma with full direc- 
tions as to the cashing and en- 
dorsing of the aaid certiflcatea or 
voucheraandfor transmitting same with- 
out delay for payment by United States 
cuBtoma at Dyea or Skagway. He shall 
forward tbe proceeds of such certiflcatea 
or vonohers aa received from United 
Statea cuatoma to the collector of cua- 
tome at Victoria, B.C., and he shall be 
subject in the discharge of his duties to 
the orders and directions of the said 
collector of cuatoms."

tbe Legislature to Moke in the Muni- 
cipal Clauses Act. 

The cbangea which the city have un- 
der conaiileration to ask the government 
to make in the Municipal CiauBea act are 
not of a very radical nature, as has al- 
ready been atated. One ia to have the 
provisions i.'ove.-ning tax sales Bo amend- 
ed that the jiroperty bo sold shall be for 
the taxes and interest instead uf for 
taxes alone as at preaent. 

Another proposed amendment ia to 
siuiplify the manner of j;ivinK notice to 
owners of property to be Holii. A Rood 
deal of dilliculty liaa been found in the 
case of abaenteea and of owners who, al- 
thou),'h on the aseeRsinent roll, have 
parted ivitli their interesta in tho pro- 
jiurty in default and L'one av.ay without 
leaving any clue aa to their whereabouts. 
The suggestion is to limit the owiiershij) 
for the purpose of notice to the owner on 
tliG aesesament roll, and also that notice 
should be sent the owner of a registered 
chnrt-'e or the person filinir the applica- 
tion for the registration of such charge. 

Another ol tbe most important 
ohauKes proposed ia with regaid to the 
redemption of real property sold for tax- 
es. It ia proposed to nut in an amend- 
ment to the efiect that the rctlemptioii 
shall not release the jiroporty from anj' 
la sea accrued subaetiuenl to the taxe:i 
for which the sale was made and to 
make the sale of land for taxea subject 
to the payment of taxes and interest 
which may become duo subaeijuent to 
tiie taxes in respect of which the ealo is 
nuule. Thia ninemlinent will do away 
with innddlea eimilnr to that in tho 
JaiiiieBon caao where it was claimed 
that according to the working of the act 
the conveyance to Mrs. Jamieson was 
clear of all iucumbrancea in the way of 
taxes accruing between tho time" for 
which tbe property was sold and the 
canveyance to Mrs. Jamieson of the 
property. 

It is suggested too in the proposed 
amendmentatbatin the curfew regula- 
lions of the act, which at preeent are 
not operative because the age of tho 

children to which the clauaea refer ia not 
fixeii, the ago he placed at 15 years. 

Another ninendinent refers to the 
raising of money lor local iniproveinenta, 
tho intention being to have the act so 
amended that city iiitinicijialitieB miiy 
isEue local improvement dehenlures on 
the security of the property benefited, 
not only for the two-tliirda proportion of 
tho improvements wliicli the property 
improved pays, but also lor the city's 
one-third share, so that the city may 
Iiay ita proportion of the aiuking fund 
and interest out of the revenue yearly. 

It is proposed, too, to , ask that tbe 
civic elections for aldermen may be held 
at the city hall or other places to be de- 
signated and hot necessarily at polling 
booths in each ward as at present. 

Btill another proposed change is to 
divide the hawkors or peddlers into two 
claflReB. At preaont peddlers pay a half- 
yearly license of $50, and it ia jiropoaed 
to have one claaa, thoee peddling fresh 
game or farm produce paying a liconEe 
not exceeding ^;'20 half-yearly, ancl a 
second clnas of peddlera other than those 
mentioned, who shall pay a license of 
not more tliau if4Q half-yearly. 

These are prActically all the changes 
which it ia contemplated to ask the 
legislature to .make.

" I cannot say why, but the idea is some- 
how borne in upon niy mind that we are on 
the eve of great discoveries in the healing 
art.

Vltriiled Brick as Material for Pave- 
ment and Local Facilities for 
Making: It. 



To THE Editor:— I hope you will concede 
that the importance of the question of 
securing money at lower rates of interest is 
a fitting apology for asking a share of your 
precious space even at the present season 

Up to the present we have been accus- 
tomed to refer to this subject as the ques- 
tion of cheap money for farmers, overlook- 
ing the fact that in securing cheap money 
for farmers we would unavoidably aecure 
lower rates of interest for all industries for 
which the borrowing of money is necessary, 

The eliect of the legislature taking the 
matter up at all would be the immediate 
reduction of the rates of interest all along 
the lino. 

This position, so natural in itself, is 
borne out beyond dispute by the report of 
the sujierintendent of the advances to 
settlers oflice of New Zoaluud, dated June 
15, 1S!1(), alter the " Government Advances 
to Sett lers .Vet, ISD l," had been in opera- 
tion only two years. On pai,'e 3 of this 
report Superintendent J. K. Waburton 
states in eliect " that the advances 
to settlers had not been as large as was 
anticipated when rates of interest were high , 
previous to the passage of the act, because 
many who had applied for advances and 
had their api)licutions granted had subse- 
i|Uently withdrawn tlieirapiilications owing 
to their former mortgagors oll'ering to take 
even leas interest tiian the government 
rate— 5 per cent - ratlier thau lote the in- 
vestment. 

Now is it not pkun that if these investors 
could have obtained iiigher interest by !ic- 
ceptiuK tlieir capital iroin {arniera when 
ollered and re-lending to the town's people 
they would naiurally liave done so 7 It cer- 
tainly is. Therefore it is proven that the 
rates of interest to all classes who could 
otl'er good security, immediately on the 
legislature of New Zealand reducing the 
rate oC interest to farmers to 5 percent., 
dropped to and below 5 per cent. We may 
safely conclude tliat tlic rates to other 
classes below 5 per cent., because trades 
people and manufacturers as a rule, in 
every country, obtain lower rates of inter- 
est, when their security is equal, than do 
farmein. At present this Is the case right 
here in British Columbia, and it would 
continue to be the case even were the rates 
of interest to farmers to bo reduced to 5 per 
cent. 1 now beg to submit a brief outline 
of the act before referred to 

It authorized the govenior-in-coimcii to 
issue debentures to the extent of ^7,500,000 
each j'ear for two vears, or the sum of.fl."),- 
0!X),tXJO all told ; !f7,",30i),000 was issued al 3 
percent, and realized cleurof all discounts 
und expenses .|(i,97r),000. Power was also 
given the superintendent to draw on the 
coiisoluiateil debt sinking fund for any 
amount temporarily reijuired. I'p to 31st 
March, 1897, the ollice created to adminis- 
lerthe act has granted ai)plication3 for 
?7,O-2O,0OO. At present this ollice is using 
from the oonsolidatod debt sinking fund 
i;2,"i0,000. The rale ot interest cliarged is .'i 
percent., of wliich .'! per cent, is ajjplied to 
jjay interest on the bonds, Ji.' i>er cent, as 
an assurance fund against loss; l]-;, per 
cent, applied to iidministration purposes, 
but any ])rolits over and above tlie bare 
expenses of aclministratioii is adiled to the 
assiu'aiice fund.

Keller lias been writing a letter in last 
night's Times ubout some matters which 
he evidently does not understand, and 
v.-itli your iieriuission I will trv and put 
him right on some points, as Ilia loiter 
might mislead some people who are not 
well po.4ted on the brickniaking industry. 
He says that " Seattle is the only point on 
this (Joust where a really goo<l clay tor 
paving ))urposes is fouiKl, " 'This is'inost 
einphalicully not the case. We have a far 
moie varied selection of eliiy.-i right here 
than they have at Seattle, and if it is once 
decided that brick is the material to be 
used, there will l)e no diilicnlty about mak- 
ing them. It is Inie. an \Ir. Keller re- 
marks, that we have n )l the appliances 
here, that was one of the points m my let- 
ter of the 27th ult., but it does not take 
long to set up u briek plunt when 
it is wanted. .Ah to his reimirliH 
about the vilrilied, salt glazed 
brick which have been used in several 
places for sidewalks in the oitv. .M r. Keller 
only shows bis ignoraHce of Ills sulijecl by 
iutrouucing these into the (luestion all. 
These are a vitrilied, salt-glazed brick, and 
they lire not wearing away as fast as he 
claims. Some of the pavement has Been 
down two winters, and was not in the least 
degree ulVected by frost, and we had some 
quite severe v:eutlier early last year. Mr. 
Kelli'r.should know something ab'oiit " lead 
glaze " as, J am given to understand, heat- 
tenijjted at one time to make sewer pipe 
and glaze them in thU fashion, but 1 have 
never beard that he made an v success of 
his operatioDB. However, I caii assuiohim 
that there is no " lead glaze " about these 
brick . They were introduced by the writer 
fnraspecilic purpose, viz., sidewalk pav- 
ing, and there has never been any claim 
advanced that they would answer for 
streets. That is eutirely a dillerent propoii- 
tion. Whilst on tliis sulijeei 1 may men- 
tion I bat since writing the other day 
1 have been informed t hat brick is being 
largely used in the business streets of 
Liverpool, Eng. To my knowledge they 
have tried most material there—granite 
sets, asphalt, wood, etc.— and if brick has 
been decided upon we may bo sure that it 
has been proved to bo the best material 
available, if any of your readers are in- 
terested in seeiivg how our climate alfeots 
wooden blocks I should like to call their 
attention to the small piece at the entrance 
to the market hull. The blocks tliere have 
swelled and worked thomsolvcu quite out

Text of the Temporary Regulations Permit- 
ting Carriage of Cnnadlan Goods In 
Foreign Vessels. 

The following cuatoma regulations of 
February 21 were received hy Collector 
Milne by mail yesterday, and promptly 
trauamitted to the secretary of the board 
of trade, to whom the Co'.onist is in 
debted for a copy : 

1. Referring to memorandum No. 9(1(1 B, 
dated the nth February, It^'JS, re entry of 
goods into Yukon district and Stickeeii 
collectors of customs in the Yukon jiro-

(b) When the goods are shipped from a 
port in British Colunibia, l.'ie certillcate of 
a Canadian cu.^toms ollicer may be endorsed 
on the manifest or invoice, to the elleot 
that Ihe goods described huve been shipped 
duly free from u port in British Columbia 
[the haiiie ii'' ill sectton 5 (a) of memoran- 
dum No. 9(j() Bj. 

(c) When goods purchased in Canada as 
aforesaid are forwarded through the United 
States, it is directed that the manifest or 
invoice shall have thereon u certilicule of 
the Canadian e.\ [lorter or his agent, alteste(fl 
before u customs ollicer in Cumida as near 
us may be in the form and to the elleot set 
forth liereafter ill schedule ( form 1, C). 

(d.) The identity of the goods shall be 
established to the .satisfaction of the cus- 
toms ollicer at the port of entry in the 
Yukon district, am! shall be attested by the 
oath of the i mporier or his agent . 

2. Although one invoice is reiiuired for 
(.'amiiliiin I'u .toins luirjioses, it will be ad- 
visable for the jiurlies purchasing goods in 
Cuiiadu to j)r()vide themselves with in- 
voices in duiilicate duly certified so as to 
avoid trouble and delay in passing entries, 
in case of lost or stray 11170100;". 

3. Customs olUcers in the Yukon district 
are rei|uired to examine the marks and 
numbers on the j;ackages landed, coni- 
pariug the sumo carefully with the iii- 
voicea and opening such packages aa may 
be necessary for examiiiution. 

■1. The foregoing regulations are tempor- 
in v, applying only to the entry of Uana- 
dia 1 goods via St, Michael's and the Yukon 
river, and ceasing to apjily to any such 
Canadian goods carried in foreign bottoms 
after the season of 1S98.
